OUR UNIVERSITIES 

McGill University 
By Peggy Benjamin 

'James AtcGill, Jaynes McGill, 
'Peacefully he slumbers there, 
"Blissful though tue're on the tear.." 

Beneath the rare "Ginko" tree 
just outside the Arts Building, 
James McGill lies peacefully. Were 
James to return from his "Bliss- 
ful" state for the purpose of visit- 
ing Montreal he might not recog- 
nize in Montreal as it stands today 

the embryonic beginnings of a 

university, placed on the gentle 
southern slope of Mount Royal and 
surrounded by rough grazing land, 
that was McGill in its genesis 
some 125 years ago. 

Now approximately eight thous- 
and students throng McGill's cam- 
pus with its wide lawns, presently 
buried under winter's whiteness, 
its graceful trees, its grey stone 
buildings and historic Roddick 
Gates. This university Is financed 
privately and many of its buildings 
are named after famous men who 
have donated money or services to 
the institution. Among these arc 
the Rcdpath Library, the Redpath 
Museum, Moyse Hall, Duggan 
House, Molson Stadium, the Don- 
ner Building, Morris Hall, Purvis 
Hall and the Roddick ("erotic") 
Gates. Since the war, and partly 
because of the war (the Influx of 
veterans), McGill has undertaken 
an extensive programme of expan- 
sion, which is now nearing com- 
pletion. Most publicized of these 
additions is the Radiation Labora- 
tory and Cyclotron, an ultra-mod- 
ern establishment staffed by stu- 
dents who are "working toward 
their Doctor of Philosophy degree. 

Another of the post-war projects 
is Dawson College, McGill's annex, 
thirty miles from the mother cam- 
pus. Dawson has its own lectures 
and entertainment; Students' 
Council, and— perhaps because it 
is on the site of an ex-RCAF camp 
—Its own gripes and grumbles. 

McGill's Chancellor and Vice- 
Chancellor, its Board of Governors 
and Senate do, of course, control 
the most serious workings of the 
University. But for college life the 
students depend on their Students' 
Society, the governing body of 
which is the Students' Executive 
Council. The President and the 
Secretary-treasurer of the Society, 
the Presidents of the Men's and 
Women's Unions, and the Editor- 
in-Chief of the McGill Dally sit in 
on this council— assisted in solving 
their knotty problems by represen- 
tatives of the various faculties. Out 
of their latest-at-night sessions 
comes such decisions as grants to 
many of the campus clubs, ap- 
proval of the constitutions of new 
clubs, the discovery of a necessity 
to raise students' fees, and to lower 
the Society quorum from 500 to 
300. 

• Clubs, societies and such things 
run the gamut, from the McGill 
Student Veteran Society, where ex- 
service types can air their views 
to the barn-dancing section of the 
McGill Outing Club, where city 
types can air their heels. There 
are literary clubs and language 
clubs nnd sport clubs, till the 
harassed frcshie wonders why he 
bothered to" register in the ordin- 
ary courses, Canada's four main 
political bodies come together 
periodically in a Mock Parliament, 
and direct the ucual kindly re- 
marks to one another. 

The University has organized its 
sports activities undci the newly 
formed Department of Athletics, 
Physical Education and Recreation. 
The recent completion of a drive, 
organized by the McGill Graduates 
Swimming Pool and Rink Auditor- 
ium will enable undcrgrads to take 
an even more active part in sports. 



Campbell expect to keep their 
part of the bargain, as they are 
in razor sharp form after a week 
of strenuous training sessions.

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OUR RELIEF OBLIGATION 



(Here's Toronto Varsity's approach to their 
ISS Campaign) 

An efficiently manager! nr thoroughly pub- 
licized organization often seems to the publie, 
to be removed from the personal touch. It has 
launched into the bureaucratic world, eommand- 
inr» acknowledgement of existence on our part, 
but losing a personal relation which is possible 
only through familiarity. To the outsider it 
may seem austere and mechanical. 

It may seem that ISS is a cold machine, 
publicizing human interest stories, nsking for 
money. We give because we know the stories arc 
authentic— but there is little due sympathy. 
We give because there arc loudspeakers, movies 
and dances to remind us— perhaps cajole us. 
Wc give because 1SS is an organization we 
respect. 

But by its very nature, ISS, ns any organiza- 
tion which is necessarily authoritarian, seems 
apart and above. Wc fail to feel the need ISS 
continually tells us about ... all we know is 
that it is present. Feeling comes only with 
experience. 

Last week, a friend of ours, a university 
student in Russian-occupied Germany, wrote to 
us. Her letter was proud and uncomplaining, 
.'«lie told us of events as a newscaster might 
tell us each evening after dinner. It was remi- 
niscent of the war years when overseas letters, 
if not actually censored, were mentally cut by 
the writer. Just so this letter. Then at the 
conclusion a postscript was added: 

"Please. If it Is as all possible my mother 

and brother, would appreciate fully a pair of ! 

shoes. We have worn running shoes all winter 

and they arc almost through to the ground. 

I, loo, could appreciate a pair. I am including 

patterns of our feet." 
Enclosed were two sheets of brown paper 
with the imprint of six feet traced in pencil. 
These arc the small, vital things, that if personal 
experience is impossible, makes us realize the 
vast, almost indomitable need for which ISS 
is the nnswer. Cases such as this, multiplied by 
thousands, are but a single section of a myriad 
of projects undertaken by ISS. 



The projects which have been undertaken by 
the Canndinn ISS Committee for the year 194S, 
when printed on paper, seem classified and re- 
moved from our life. They arc classified and 
they are removed. But that docs not deny that 
each project deals with thousands of desperate 
students. 

The first obligation of ISS in Canada is to 
provide help for four specific universities, the 
University of Lodz in Poland; Helsinki Uni- 
versity, Finland; Innsbruck University, Austria; 
and the University of Nanking, China. 

To the University of Lodz wc arc sending 
books, paper and mimeograph supplies. Books 
are almost non-existent. Polish libraries have 
been destroyed— and since the outbreak of war, 
no new texts have entered the country. Students 
must gather together and from accumulated 
notes, mimeograph texts. 

The chief need of over 10,000 students at 
Helsinki is medical supplies to prevent the 
spread of tuberculosis. Right now there are 124 
tubercular eases, all needing treatment, but hav- 
ing no place to go. The sanitarium is filled to 
capacity. 

Listed above medicines, clothing, reading 
materials, students at Innsbruck University 
have requested food. When food has prior claim 
to medicine the situation seems critical. Thus 
to Austria wc arc delivering provisions for. a 
hot breakfast for five hundred students for 
three months. 

Canada is sending Chinese students at Nan- 
-king- thc complete equipment necessary for the 
building of a student centre. These student 
centres, Elysian in their contrast with the outer 
world, arc often crude wooden buildings erected 
by the students themselves. The centres, focal 
points of relief work, arc sources of food and 
shelter; there can the Chinese youth read, dis- 
cuss, play chess and cards. 

These arc the Canadian ISS relief obligations 
apart from educational obligations. If we do 
not feel the need, we arc conscious of it. Know- 
ing of its existence, we cannot morally ignore 
hat is our responsibility.

A Review 



Irish Play Opens at MR T 

. by Betty Sinclair 



A tenement house in Dublin mîoti Her voice often lost its Irish brogue, 
alter the birth of Ihe Irish Free but that did not seem to matter. 



State is the scene of Sean O'Casy's 
play Juno and the Paycock which 
opened at M.R.T. last night. It is n 
tragedy, deftly and movingly 
narrated against a background 
lightened by that rare peculiar 
Irish blend of humour. The group 
of actors who last night played this 
tragedy for us were very nearly 
completely successful in conveying 
to us that Dublin scene. 

The Boyle family is one typical 
of so many during this crucial per- 
iod in Ireland's history. "Captain" 
Jack Boyle, the Paycock of the 
title, is a lazy wastrel. Juno, his 
wire, having borne most of the 
toil and strain, is curagcous, de- 
vout and humble. Johnny, their 
son, has turned traitor to his Re- 
publican comrades, and is hiding 
out, dogged by terror and the 
pangs of conscience. Mary, their 
daughter, is a headstrong girl, 
striving to rise above her environ- 
ment. Into their lives comes Charlie 
Bentham to teli the paycock that 
he is the heir to a considerable 
fortune, and to receive the whole- 
hearted love of Mary. He betrays 
them both, and the tragedy that 
has been gathering over the Boyle 
family breaks into a storm that 
smashes the fabric of their lives 
and leaves them with no hope. 

It is a moving play, and it is to 
the credit of M.R.T. that on the 
whole they are successful in en 
dowing it with all its reality and 
pathos. The set, which I take to 
have been created by Hans Berends 
although the program made no 
mention of him, was brilliantly 
devised, and played a great part in 
the success of the illusion. The 
acting sometimes touched heights 
but occasionally almost succeeded 
in destroying the illusion. As Juno, 
Alice Rogers was very fine indeed. 



Hers was a study of courage, dog- 
ged by every kind of misfortune, 
that transcended the Dublin scene 
and seemed to have a universality, 
so sincere and moving was it. 

As her husband, Brenan Fahey 
was magnificent His extraordinary 
joie de vivre, his irrepressible 
Irish wit, his camaraderie, the 
bitter streak of selfishness ; all of 
these were there as large as life 
and often even larger. As his rogue 
of a friend "Joxer" Daly, Gerard 
Tynan overcame the disadvantage 
of a make-up that recalled Boris 
Karloff at his most terrifying, to 
turn in a very successful and 
amusing performance. 

Tim Whelan as Johnny had a 
very difficult and sometimes a 
very unsympathetic role. His per- 
formance was sometimes terrify- 
ing in its intensity. Living in 
constant terror of his life, knowing 
that the revenge when it comes will 
be just, he draws out pity more 
than contempt. Mr. Whelan's In- 
terpretation can, I think, be called 
great, and I do not use the word 
wantonly. 

Mary Hinlon was a lovely and 
sincere Mary, and Litcy Murphy 
gave a tender study of a mother 
bereaved of her only son. Molra 
Sheehy as Mrs. Malsie Madigan 
was very unsure of her words, and 
at times slipped out of character 
completely. But I -.must add that 
when in character her personality 
was as expansive as her bosom, 
which was very expansive indeed. 

Hector Belton was too stiff as 
Charlie Bentham, and Jimmy Tapp 
was altogether unconvincing, both 
in brogue and character, as a for- 
mer sweetheart of Mary. The 
other roles were most "competently 

filled.

for her very skillful direction. A 
few faults should be amended with 
future performances, when the 
first-night jitters have worn off. 
As always at M.R.T. the lighting 
was very good.

Erna Sack, color- 
atura soprano was heard in recital 
at Plateau Auditorium last Satur- 
day evening, in a program that 
consisted principally of some very 
ordinary concert encores. We heard 
Handel's Largo, Benjamin God- 

dard's Berceuse CJocylln) Schu- 
bert's Ave Maria, The Last Rose of 
Summer, and Tales from the Vien- 
na Woods by Strauss. 

Miss Sack favoured us with her 
high C, the one above high C, but 
once in the evening, and brought 
the house down. 

Her voice which no longer has 
the flexibility of old. is still well 
controlled. She sang the Ave 
Maria in an undeviating dry 
pianissimo from beginning to end. 
in itself a remarkable technical 
accomplishment. 

Miss Sack sang as an encore a 
Mozart Lullaby, quite charmingly, 
though without emotion. 

The range of her voice is unique, 
and some of her best singing was 
done in the octave above high C. 
❖ * * 

Paul Loyonnet, the eminent 

French pianist, was heard in recital 
at His Majesty's Wednesday eve- 
ning. The program consisted of the 
Beethoven Apassionata Sonata, the 
twenty-four Chopin Etudes, Opus 
10 and 25, and four Debussy pre- 
ludes from the first book. Mr. 
Loyonnct's performance of the Bee- 
thoven sonata was similar to his 
performance at the Jesu Hall. 

The twenty-four Etudes in a 
group, were a technical achieve- 
ment. One would have preferred 
that the two books be placed before 
and after the intermission, rather 
than together. This would have 
occasioned a more musical per- 
formance of the second set of 
twelve. Mr. Loyonnet, who was 
tiring rapidly in the last few 
Etudes, made extensive use of the 
sustaining pedal in order to cloak 
his waning strength. The Etude on 
repeated octaves and the last two 
became bloated masses of sound. 

We realise that Mr. Loyonnet in- 
tended a tour de force, but for his 
own sake, and for the sake of the 
music, his manager should have 
insisted on an Interval between the" 
two volumes of Etudes. The per- 
formance of the Debussy, preludes 
which concluded the evening was 
exemplary. Here was French music 
played by a Frenchman in the truly 
French manner. 

An enthusiastic audience was 
satiated with innumerable encores.

CROSS COUNTRY SKIING 

The construction of ski lifts, twos 
and bars (both kinds) up north has 
had a large hand in bringing about 
the present popularity of skiing. 
Consequently many skiers concen- 
trate on the tow hills, spend a large 
part of their time standing in 
line, and usually stay the whole 
day on the same hill. Without 
wishing to take away the glories of 
downhill skiing, the season is not 
really complete without going over 
some cross country trails. Cross 
country takes you away from the 
teeming crowds, enables a contin- 
uous change of scenery and satis- 
fies that exploring instinct that is 
in most of us. 

The beginner may start out with 
an enthusiastic burst of energy 
clamoring for the longest and hard- 
est trail. He is cautioned to take it 
easy or the sport will losr. a prom 
ising recruit after his first try. 
Like everything else, trails should 
be taken in small doses that arc 
gradually increased. 

EQUIPMENT 
For the best enjoyment, the 
proper equipment should be taken. 
Light • windproof clothing, a small 
pack for carrying food, an extra 
sweater, and other necessary ar- 
ticles are essential. Proper waxing 
is important as the enthusiasm 
wears away with too much back 
slipping. The harness should be 
rightly adjusted for touring, giving 
ample freedom to the heel. A good 
reliable ski map of the country 
being toured comes in handy. 

The paramount rule is never to 
go cross country alone but with at 
least two' companions. The possib 
ility of accidents is small but there 
is no profit in tempting fate. An 
enjoyable diversion is to build 
fire and cook your lunch on the 
trail. The quality of the food may 
be questionable but it is usually 
appreciated as an appetite is easily 
acquired. The healthy exercise, 
beautiful scenery, and' sense of ac 
complishmont at the end of the 
trail will usually bring back the 
beginner for more the following 
week.

continent. ■ On Friday even The 
Daily carried v a "Let's Have War" 
article. Let us then for a moment 
disregard this subject and look 
around for other kinds of dangers. 
Heal dangers, I mean. 

Many a historian begins his ac- 
count of our half-century with the 
words "Twice in our lifetime Ger- 
many has attacked . . . etc." Let 
us not mention the number of times 
this happened in the lifetime of our 
fathers. Nuernberg was a land- 
mark in history. Never before 
Nncrnbcrg did the anti-German 
coalition try to actually punish 
those who inflicted untold of suf- 
ferings and death to millions of in- 
nocent people. Those who bore the 
brunt of German ferocity in this 
last war were indeed happy to 
hear thai the murderers of their 
mothers and sons were to be pun- 
ished acording to a new law, hith- 
erto unwritten, for crimes commit- 
ted against humanity. Some very 
influential people protested against 
such illegal proceedings. They ac- 
cused the Allies, while they still 
were Allies, or arbitrary action and 
similar procedures. Again, as in 
1318 the "Pity Poor Germany" 
movement appeared. And, incident- 
ally, so did Ihc Communist danger 
fairy tale. And, it was. with great 
difficulty that Ribbentrop and Hess 
were punished, while Goering and 
Gocbbcls thought it better to com- 
mit suicide. 

The fictitious Kast-Wcst split de- 
veloped and th<? number of trials, 
in the Western zone, shrank to a 
minimum. A few professional gang- 
sters of Dahau fame were sent to 
Hie gallows and tven e larger num- 
ber was sent heme because of lack 
of evidence. The distribution of 
justice, for those accused for crimes 
against humanity became a farce, 
a sort of a cirrus. The latest in- 
stance in this tragicomedy took 
place the other day when general 
von List and vane of his confreres 
were sentenced or freed by an all- 
American court. The court decreed 
that the shooting of guerillas, par- 
tisans, patriots and hostages was 
fully justified. The millions who 
unselfishly gave their lives for de- 
mocracy, frccdjtn. happiness and a 
better world were classified as 
bandits who sh.vi'd have been shot. 
I ao not doubt for a moment that 
this problem may be an interesting 
one from the fi'int of view of the 
lawyers. But, have the Allies not 
decided to institute a new law at 
Nuernberg? Have they not decided 
to punish those who were respons- 
ible for the n.-jss killings? Why 
then, have the Americans departed 
from this decision to which they 
contributed a proportional share? 
During the war, as Lord Vansittait 
rightly Mates. »».• Allies helped and 
encouraged "irregulars" and warn- 
ed the Nazis to uspect them in the 
same way they were forced to 
"respect" regular armies. Amer- 
icans among others collected in- 
valuable material from these 
"bands" as they now call them, 
material that helped in keeping 
the G.I. dcattwate in Europe at a 
minimum. 

American military missions col- 
laborated with the headquarters of 
these patriotic armies, exacted the 
maximum, and gave them, in re- 
turn, the "legal decision". The 
heroes of the French Resistance, 
the Maquis, the Norwegian patriots, 
the Belgian underground, the mar- 
tyrs of Lidice, the Partisans of 
Yugoslavia, the defenders of War- 
saw, the Garibaldini, all comrades- 
in-arms of the Americans, were be- 
trayed in an act that has some pre- 
cedents in history. We hoped that 
Nuernberg would be the turning 
point. We were sadly mistaken. In- 
stead of just punishment for the 
criminals we Ret an even softer 
Versailles and a huge number of 
would-be Hitlers. Instead of recog- 
nition and homage to the millions 
of heroes we get the basest of vili- 
fications. Instead of a unity based 
on a common struggle for survival 
we commit the same mistake of 
the twenties. 

But.-what was behind this shame- 
ful verdict? Not an academic dis- 
cussion or legal knot. If it were a 
purely legal matter, a question' on 
how to interpret the different na- 
tional legal codes, we would may- 
be even acknowledge the difficulty 
although we do not consider it in- 
surmountable by any means. Could 
we. however, suggest that such an 
attitude by the U.S. Court of 
Justice, so coincidcntally in com 



Peace Is Possible 



By A. V. TIWAR 

An eminent psychologist of to 
day, after conducting a poll of pub- 
lic opinion in the U.S.A.. gave the 
following statement — "The people 
in the U.S.A. are more afraid of 
Russia than of the Atomic bomb." 
He also stated that they arc not 
afraid that Russia has, and jvlll use, 
the Atomic bomb, but that they 
have only a hysterical, emotional 
fear of Russia and Communism. 
This fear seems to be unreasonable, 
for the very newspapers that pro- 
duce this fear also state that Rus- 
sia is much weaker than we arc. 
and occasionally state that before 
we lose superiority, we should 
wage a preventive war. I should 
like to emphasize those two facts 
by putting them as follows: (1) 
Speeches by noted men printed in 
newspapers state that without any 
doubt we could wage a successful 
war on Russia; (2) The mind of the 
average American has been raised 
to such a blind emotional anti- 
Russian pitch, that the event of a 
national catastrophe could be 
blamed on communism. 

Let us examine the first state- 
ment by asking the question— arc 
our leaders sure that we could wage 
war successfully on Russia? The 
answer is no. The Atomic bomb 
has been built up in the minds of 
the public as Ihc most destructive 
weapon in existence. Yet nothing 
is printed about bacteriological 
warfare, which our scientists in- 
form us is as deadly as atomic war- 
fare, if not more so. Moreover, they 
say that it is impossible to police 
the world against the development 
of this warfare, because production 
is possibile in a room the size of a 
bathroom. Bacteriological scientists 
tell us that any nation, big or small, 
could develop this type of warfare 
with little elaborate laboratory 
technique; and most important, they 
say that Russia may be ahead of us. 
We simply do not know. Hence, our 
superiority may bp a myth. There- 
fore, what is presented as a certain 
victory by some leaders, is in real- 
ity a chance. Thus, quite apart 
from the intrinsic evil of destroy- 
ing the Russian people, there is the 
great possibility 'that we ourselves 
will be destroyed. Why, then, it 
may be asked, do sonic leaders ad- 
vocate taking this step, at the same 
time concealing how much of a 
question of chance it is? 

The answer to this question may 
be found in an examination of two 
contemporary, intcrclatcd facts, 
which also reveal why the Amer- 
ican people have been whipped up 
into such an emotional hysteria. 
These arc til the complete failure 
of the Fascist governments' of 
Greece and China; (2) the inflation 
in the U.S.A. 

As most economists today recog- 
nize, the U.S.A. is dangerously close 
to a depression. Owing to the tre- 
mendous profits of the corporations 
the purchasing power of the people 
is not keeping up with production. 
The only answer to this is to ex- 
port. However, the two countries in 
which America is playing the im- 
perialist role to the full do not seem 
to be reacting very well to this im- 
perialism. Both Greece and China 
arc further away from peace than 
ever before. 

The communists arc blamed for 
this, but even the newspapers arc 
getting tired of this line, and the 
Toronto Star openly states that 
Chiang Kai-shek is a fascist. This 
illustrates what is the possible fate 
of the Marshall plan which many 
statesmen have openly admitted is 
political rather than humanitarian. 
Moreover, American business men 
do not like pouring money down a 
drain for too long, especially when 
it becomes obvious that a regime is 
too corrupt to be saved. One evi- 
dence of this is the slackening en- 
thusiasm in the U.S.A. for support- 
ing Chiang. 

It is therefore obvious that some 
other method must be used either 
lo prevent a deprersion or to off- 
set its effects. Price controls could 
stop a depression but the greed 
of big business will not let them 
adopt this method. Hence they use 
the alternative of finding a scape- 
goat, upon whom the responsibility 
for this situation may be placed. 
The Communist is a ready-made 
one. He has already been used as 
an excuse for maintaining a fas- 
cist government in China and 
Greece. There are even murmur- 
ings that Ihc inflation is caused by 
his disruption of industry. If we 
have a depression, the people of 
Canada and the U.S.A. have already 
been whipped into such an emo- 
tional anti-Communist hysteria 
that it would be quite easy on 
slight provocation to start a war 
with Russia. 

We do not really know the Rus- 
sian strength. It is easy for the 
politician to say that communist 
totalitarianism must be slopped, 
and to reel off glib phrases like 
"Give me liberty or give me 
death." But before we, the people

following branches: processed steel, 
machine took and heavy mach- 
ncry; automotive parts, and farm 
equipment: stressing the produc- 
tion of those components which 
were previously imported from the 
U.S.A. 

That within a period of five years 
a program of planned exploitation 
under government control of our 
natural resources be carried 
through especially for the develop- 
ment of— Power sources: hydro- 
electric, petroleum, coal and atom- 
ic energy; iron ore: mining and 
smelting operations especially the 
large Ungava deposits. 

That Canada's dépendance upon 
U.S. sources of supply be reduced 
by imports from non-dollar coun-

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ISOLATIONISM: GOOD OR BAD? 



A campaign lo raise $10,00 on the McGill 
campus for the purpose of extending material 
aid to students in Europe and Asia is now in 
full swing, and will draw to a close in a few- 
days. 

Students have been responding very favor- 
ably to the call, and have demonstrated an 
ndmirable willingness to donate to this cause. 
But there nre, unfortunately, those students who 
regard the whole issue as being one of doubtful 
reputation. 

Their arguments are based primarily upon 
the principle of offering material aid to those 
countries which were our enemies in the World 
War recently fought. Why, they ask, should we 
donate money to countries whose peoples were 
to a great extent responsible for the recent 
destructive war? These critics arc of the opinion 
that in helping the unfortunacs, we migh be 
nurturing yet another war; or if not, that people 
in the devastated countries are not deserving of 
our nid. 

These critics arc voluble and, perhaps, sincere 
in their statements; their expressions arc well 
taken; but there is more to the problem than 
they choose to recognize. 

It may be granted that certain of the people 
who are— or will be— the recipients of aid from 



the International Student Service, are citizens 
of those countries which were actively engaged 
in the past war — as our enemies. It is even 
true to say that they, perhaps, represented an 
ideology in direct antithesis to our own. 

But the problem is not— and never has been 
— one of ideologies. It is a purely humanitarian 
one. 

To- deny tho principle of humanitarianism is 
to undermine the basis of future peaceful nego- 
tiation. We are offering aid to human beings, 
not Germans or Austrians, Communists or Capi- 
talists. Is it a misguided person who offers help 
to his fellow-man? 

We are fnced with two alternatives: we can 
ignore the plight of these needy people,— thus 
shutting from our minds the principles of Christ- 
ianity—and, contrary to what the critic may 
believe, we arc paving the way for another war. 

We can, on the other hnnd, offer the essential 
aid for saving these people and ourselves from 
the degenerate conditions which will inevitably 
result if we follow the former alternative. 

People cannot eat ideologies. 

Neither can they clothe themselves with 
social systems. 

We can prove ourselves, through our human- 
itarianism, to be worthy of a peaceful world. 
This wc have not yet done.— A.T.

There Is a new barbarism let 
loose upon the world. In the Sth 
century the Germanic barbarian 
cast a shadow upon Intellectual 
Europe that It took a thousand 
years to lighten.

Sylvan Simon, a new name to me, 
has competently directed it. 

Franchot Tone, Lucille Ball, 
Edward Everett Horton, and 
Gene Lockhart play the leading 
roles, and leave nothing to be de- 
sired In their performances.

The story of Louis Metcalf reads in many ways 
like the story of jazz itself, starting In the Missis- 
sippi city of St Louis, and wending Its way thence 
to New York and the Eastern United States and 
finally to Montreal, where Louis and his band now 
hold forth In the Cafe St. Michel. 

We sidetracked the maestro yesterday afternoon 
between sets of one of his regular Sunday jam ses- 
sions. He turned out to be a husky gent with a foot- 
ball-player's build, a slow drawl and a big and win- 
ning smile. 

It turned out that he began blowing his trumpet 
somo twenty-five years ago when he was eleven 
years of age (or was it cornets that jazz musicians 
blew then?). Tho trumpet was acquired after pre- 
liminary experiments on first a trombone and then 
the drums. 

"I was so small then," Louis relates, "that when 
I went to the bandmaster to get my horn he wouldn't 
let me have one until I got Louis Armstrong to 
vouch for me." Anyway, the horn was finally pro-

dueed and Louis' association both with it and with 
the great "Satchmo"* began. That with Armstrong 
was to be renewed later, and that with the horn still 
•ontlnues; and judging by the gusto and excellence 
with which it is being blown down at the St. Michel 
arlll likely do so for a good time to come. 

But to get on. Louis moved from St. Louis to 
Naw York in the twenties after a thorough ground- 
work with various groups in the City of the Blues. 
And in the American metropolis he latched on with 
■ band called the Mlssourians, which was under the 
baton of a young gent called Cab Calloway. 
' The jobs flowed steadily from this time onward. 



I am prejudiced when it comes 
to horses. I like a beautiful 
horse. I can stand a horse race. 
But I cannot stomach hundreds 
and thousands of horses running 
wild in front of my very eyes for 
three hours.

The plot revolvcs_ 
around an Indian couple, Anthony 
Qulnn and Katherine De Mille, 
who own a horse, the "Black 
Gold." Anthony always dreams 
about his Black Gold winning the 
Kentucky Derby. He dies to the 
tune of St. Peter's Blues but his 
half-son finally rides the horse 
to victory. It is a film worth see- 
ing If you have nothing else to do. 

The second feature is the "King 
of the Bandits." Horses, as we 
we must take for granted. 



The Cisco Kid, plus his partner 
are amusing. Supposedly of Span- 
ish origin, Cisco often breaks 
Into good English and even more 
often gets that Chicago look on 
his face. Pancho Is good through- 
out. Cisco Is a gentleman-bandit 
who falls In love with an Insipid- 
looking blonde. However she 
does not know who he Is, he 
does not know who (he ether 
bandits are, and after a while I 
did not know whether to stay or 
go.

Hollywood has pro- 
duced much worse films before.

First there was Armstrong, with whom Louis held 
down a trumpet chair for some time. Then Duke 
Ellington, and most of the records on which Louis 
played are now collectors' Items for lovers of early 
Ellingtonla. 

The Ellington engagement was followed by one 
with Jelly-Roll Morton, one of the pioneers of jazz 
who brought his two-beat rhythms and "barrel 
house" piano style up from New Orleans. And, fin- 
ally, there were recording sessions with Joe "King" 
Oliver throughout this lush era of jazz and swing. 

By the end of the 1830's Louis found himself In 
Count Basle's great "jump" band, and during the 
war playing club dates on 52nd Street, New York's 
Jazz mccca. He closed In the Downbeat Club 1n 1946 
when Billle Holliday left for the West Coast and the 
movie New Orleans. "I couldn't find a star good 
enough to take Blllle's place," Louis explains, "so I 
came up to Montreal to negotiate a deal with one of 
the local clubs. The deal didn't materialize, to 
couldn't bring up my band from New York. Instead, 
I got a bunch of the boys here Jn town together and 
moved into the St. Michel." 

We asked Louis about the kind of music he likes 
best, after learning that he and his band give out 
with Dixieland, swing and modern "be-bop". Swing, 
he said . . . "because It's a good compromise between 
frantic bop stuff and antique Dixieland." But he 
added that most of the men in his "International" 
band prefer tho newer "be-bop". 

Favorite musicians? The list Is long, but It touch- 
es on such outstanding names as Armstrong, King 
Oliver, Charlie Shavers, Benny Morton, Bid Sid Cat- 
lott, Dicky Wells, Charlie Parker, Lester Young and, 
of course, Coleman Hawkins (he's the Daddy of 'em 
all, but he doesn't play enough any more.") 

Oh, and about the band he's bringing up to the 
Union ballroom tomorrow night at seven for the 
I.S.S. benefit session . . . It's called International be- 
cause of the broad representation of racial groups 
and nationalities it comprises. Louis Is half Cher- 
okee Indian and half American Negro; Herb John- 
son, the tenor-sax man, is an American Negro; Har- 
old "Steep" Wade, piano, a West Indian; Wilkle Wil- 
kinson, the drummer, Swedish; Dale Da vies, bass, 
Welsh; Willlo Gerard, violin, French-Canadian; and 
"Butch" Watanabe, trombone, Japanese-Canadian. 

"And don't forget," Louis adds, "we're all Cana- 
dians now." 

Thus, in brief, did Canada get one of its best jazz 
musicians, in the person of big Louis; and also what 
has been called by numerous critics, the hottest little 
band In the country.

OF VETERANS 
In response to an inquiry 
ns to the Income tax status of 
a veteran's wife, the follow- 
ing statement has been re- 
ceived from the Montreal 
Division of the Department 
of National Revenue. 

"In reply lo your letter of 
the 19th instant regarding 
the status of a veteran stu-^ 
dent's wife who was working, 
we would advise that If her 
husband (the veteran stu- 
dent) has an income in ex- 
cess of $250.00 but less than 
$750.00 whether taxable or 
not the wife's exemption of 
$1,500.00 will be reduced by 
the amount by which the in- 
come' of the husband is in 
excess of $250.00. 

"If the income of the vet- 
eran student during the year 
of taxation exceeds $750.00 
whether taxable or not the 
exemption of the wife will be 
reduced to $750.00."
